Value of Skim Milk for Hens. 
Sv-teinatic texts made by the West 
\ irginia experiment station prove that 
skim milk is a valuable food for laying 
hens. 
The first test covered 122 days. 
Th* 
tw enty-tw o hens fed the skim milk laid 
1244 eggs, a# compared with 996 laid by 
tw enty-tw o hens fed a mash wet with 
water. 
In another text sixty hen# fed skim 
milk laid 8fi2 egg** in thirty seven days. 
a- compared with 6.12 eggs laid by a 
similar lot fed no milk. 
Other texts gave about th** same com­ 
parative re-ti I ta. 
The conductors of these experiments 
estim ate 
under

conditions, 
with egg# selling at 20 to 26 cents a 
dozen, that the skim milk had a feeding 
value of D/g to 2 cents a quart.

There are enough exceptions to make 
it 
worth while for mothers to know 
whether the school regime is to blame or 
whether the girl has half iii when she 
left home. 
Take your daughter to your family 
physician and have him make a thorough 
test of h**r condition long enough before 
the starting day that she may he doc­ 
tored if a ny til ing is wrong. 
I >o not let this examination be per 
funetory. 
Often when a girl looks aud 
seems well the p h y s i c i a n is apt to t h i n k 
there is nothing much the mutter aud 
says s.* without making sure. 
It is a consolation to parents to know 
that 
1 lie daughter <»n leaving home has 
no insidious tendencies that may break 
forth iuto serious troubles without due 
care. 
lf, however, there Is anything wrong 
with throat or ears, lungs, kidneys or 
heart it is well to know' it in time. Such 
things may be caused Ivy the girl’s grow 
lug too fast, and properly treated will 
soon pass awny. Neglected they may 
mean lifelong invalidism, 
If for no other reason, it is well to 
make a thorough physieial examination

things rn their posses-don or under their 
control. Should the ministry of cd (lea* 
finn, acting on tie* advice <>f tile superior 
council for antiquities aud tin** arts. c o n ­ 
soler that such objects a re insecure, it 
may either order their transport to some 
public museum or have them repaired, in 
case of need, at th** ex pense of their 
owners.
